of submission of theannualaccounts by such period as ft may consider necessary. 

(2) Afterccrtlficationoftheannualaccountsby thcComptroilerand Auditor-Genera] or any other person(V)auihoiisrd by him 
inthisbehalf the annua laccounts together with tiieaudi 1 report thereon shall be foi warded annually to the Central Govern¬ 
ment with In a period of four months from the date of submission ofthc annua Jaccounts to the Comptroller and Auditor - 
General. 

(3) The annual statement of accounts shall be prepared In Form I ,

(1) The Authority shall prepare the Annual Report as soon as may be after the end of each financisiyear giving accounts of Ite 
activities, uring that financial year and also giving anaccount of the activities whicharelikcly to be undertaken by the Auth 
ority during the next financial year and forward the Repor t to the Central Government before the 31 st December. 
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P ovided that on a request from the Authority,! n this behalf the ContralGovernment may, for reasons to be recorded in writ ini’, 
extent the date of submission of annual report to the Centra! Government by such period as It may consider nicesstny.
